Confederation and After; 


Sixty Years of Progress; 
The Growth of Canadian 


Trade Since Confederation 

At Confederation Canada was for 
the most part a. practicaly unknown 
wilderness, while the St. Lawrence 
valley, though partially developed, 
was handicapped in its trade by its 
severe winters, and the Maritime 
Provinces by the lack of all-the-year- 
round communication with the hinter- 
land. In the first year of the Do- 
minion, the total trade was just under 
$120,000,000.. Imports amounted — to 
$67,000,000, exports of Canadian pro- 
ducts to $48,00,000 and exports of 
foreign ,products to a litthke over $4, 
000,000. Of the $48,500,000 of Can- 
adian exports it is significant that 
only $1,500,000 was described as “man- 
ufactures.’ 

From this comparatively unimport- 
ant position as a trading country at 
Confederation, Canada climbed slow- 
ly but steadily until the end of the 
nineteenth century, and thereafter 
very rapidly indeed, In 1926-the ex- 
ports of Canadian produce reached 
$1,315,000,000 or no less than 27 times 
their value in 1868, although the opp- 
ulation had hardly trebled during the 
intervening period—a comparison 
which shows how greatly the, produc- 
tive capacity of the Canadian people 
has increased within the memory of 
men who are still with us, and sug- 
gests what an advance there has been 
‘in their incomes and their standard 
of living. In 1927 the exports of Can- 
adian produce are somewhat lower 
at $1,252,000,000, about 26 times their 
value in 1868. 


Imports have on the whole grown 
much less rapidly than exports. From 
ythe $67,000,000 of Confederation days 
they rose to $927,000,000,000 in 1926 
and $1,031,000,000 in 1927—an increase 
of about 15% times. When imports 
are compared with exports we find, 
after allowance is made for exports of 
foreign products, that an excess of 
$14,000,000 of imports over exports in 
the first year of the Dominion has be- 
come an excess of exports of $236,- 
000,000 in the sixtieth. In other words, 
in the latest fiscal year we exported 
about $20,000,000 per month more than 
we imported. 

But the mere value of the commod- 
ities imported and exported is not 
the only thing that counts; the degree 
of elaboration to which they have 
been brought in a most important 
matter. Since Confederation the 
manufactures of the Dominion, in 
spite of temporary setbacks, have 
been steadily forging ahead, and some 
years ago, Canada was recognized by 
the League of Nations as one of the 
most important industrial countries 
of the world. The correctness of this 
classification is written large in our 
trade reports, for in the year 1926 we 
exported, instead of the $1,500,000 of 
manufactured goods to the value of 
goods to the value of an additional 
$506,00,000 and partly ‘manuactured 
$189,000,000. Though Canada is still 
a young country, her exports of man- 
ufactured commodities now exceed 
her imports of manufactured goods, 
and her manufactures are exported to 
all the continents and to the islands 
of the seas, carrying with them the 
name and the fame of the cities and 
the country in which they are pro- 
duced, 

Finally, our international position 
as a trading nation is of the best. ‘In 
the calendar year 1926 the exports of 
home products and the aggregate trade 
of Canada, a young country with a 
comparatively small population, were 
the fifth largest in the world, being 
exceeded only by those of the four 
great trading nations: Great Britain, 
the United States, France and Ger- 
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many, each of them with from four to 
twelve times our population. In per 
capita trade we were only excelled by 
our sister Dominion of New Zealand, 
tion of a million and a half makes it 
dificult for her to develop home in- | 
dustries by a tariff and forces her to 
rely in the main on other countries | 
for her manufactured articles. The 
enterprise and energy, of the people 
of Canada, acting on our unsurpassed 
natural resources, have produced this | 
result in what is a STAT Fae 
short *space in the life of a nation. 
And as yet those resources have | 
scarcely been tapped. — 


Wheat Marketing 
Canada's greatest individual indus- 
try, wheat growing, has developed al- 
most entirely since Confederation. | 
The present generation of Canadians ! 
are accustomed to speak of their coun- | 
try as the granary of the world, a| 
phrase which would have been mean- 
ingless sixty years ago when, Confeder- 
ation was brought. about. 

Canadians must look with pride up- | 
on the achievement in wheat produce: | 
tion of the last sixty years. What it | 
means to the general business and to 
the transportation companies of the 
Dominion needs only to be stated to 
be understood. Exports of wheat from 
Canada in the last two years, and these 


‘were only average crops, have brought 
into this Dominion more than $175, 
000,000 annually. This money, com- 
ing into the possession of the farmers, 
has been spent on the hundred and 
one articles which they need, thus 
stimulating the industrial centres re- 
mote from the grain flelds and affcet- 
ing, indirectly, every citizen of the 
Dominion. 

The bulk of Canada's wheat crop is 
grown in the prairie provinces. Each 
harvest time the enormous task of 
transferring this crop from the flelds 
to the consumers in distant countries 
is undertaken and accomplished. The 
farmer hauls his wheat to the coun- 
try elevators, the original gatherer of 
the crop. There are about 2,500 coun- 
try elevators in the wheat producing 
area, The wheat is there loaded into 
box-cars and is started eastward or 
westward, as the case may be, to sea- 
board. If it is westard there is the 
long rail haul over the Rockies to 
Vancouver or Prince Rupert, whence 
it is shipped to Europe through the 
Panama canal, or to the Far’ Rast. 
In 1924-25, the last crop year for which 
final figures are available, 23,900,000 
bushels went through Pacific Ports. 
In subsequent years the movement 
has been greater, 

The greater part of the crop comes 
eastward in box-cars to Fort William 
and Port Arthur, where large termin- 
al grain elevators are located. In 1924- 
25, the figures are interesting because 
relatively they change very little from 
year to year, 159,00,000 bushels came 
east. All this wheat, whether east- 
bound or westbound, is inspected by 
Dominion government inspectors and 
is graded according to quality. 

The grading of wheat in this quan- 
tity of itself is a monumental task, 
achieved first by this Dominion and 
followed by a ew other wheat export- 
ing countries, Without government 
grading the marketing of Canada’s ex- 
port crop at a fair price would be im- 
possible. 
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The world's market for 
Liverpool, England. Here come buy- 
ers and sellers and the custom, as in 
ancient times, is for the seller to show 


_a sample of his wheat so that the | 


buyer may see what he is purchasing. 
Obviously, when production reaches 
such proportions as it has in Canada 
this no longer can be done. The Can- 


adian government solved the difficul- 


ty by establishing a grading system. 
Canadian wheat is graded under well- 
defined regulations and any buyer in 
the world may buy the quality of 
wheat he desires by grade, The qual- 
ity is guaranteed and in many years 
of experience foreign buyers have not 
yet complained, 

Having reached Fort William and 
Port Arthur, the mass movement of 
the crop is at an end. From these 
ports it breaks into a score of chan- 
nels all of them moving eastward to- 
wards the ocean. The grain fleets 
come to the head of the lakes:for their 
cargoes. The wheat is loaded into 
these steamers and some of them sail 
to the Georgian Bay ports, others to 
Port MeNicoll, still others to Port 
Colborne, many to Buffalo, and a few 
come right through to Montreal. 


In the year taken, 24,00,000 bushels 
went to Georgian Bay ports to be car- 
ried by rail to Montreal for ocean 
shipment. Another 81,000,000 bushels 
went to Buifalo for shipment over 
United States railways to New York. 
The balance went through Port Me- 
Nicoll and Port Colborne, to be re- 
shipped by lake or rail to Montreal, 
Thus the prairie crop converges on 
two ports-——-Montreal and New York. 
A small portion trickles furthey east, 
by rail to Halifax, St. John and Port- 
land. ‘Of the total crop, 40,000,000 
bushels were exported from Montreal, 
75,000,000 bushels from New York, 
and 8,000,000 bushels from the other 
north Atlantic ports. f
